The 
funds of the school nre so limited 
iib not to admit of ample expend- 
itures for library purposes. Our 
needs are so urEent (bat are send 
out to our friends this request for 
books which, we trust, will re- 
ceive their favorable considera- 
tion. If the readers will sign the 
pledge below, giving his or her 
address, and will return it to some 
member of the Faculty, or to the 
student or friend who may send 
it forth, we shall duly appreciate 
the favor: 

"Frankfort, Ky. 
"The pledge referred to is as fol- 
lows : 

"I hereby promise to donate, all 
charges prepaid, at least one book 
to the Library of State Normal 
School for Colored Persons, 
Frankfort, Ky., on or before Rook 
Day of the Institution. Friday, 
April 26, 1901. provided I am 
reminded of the promise about 
the time the gift is due." 

Recently I have had my inter- 
est in this institution much quick- 
ened. In a conversation with the 
President the school was men- 
tioned incidentally, and I made 
some inquiries concerning it. I 
was pleased to find him holding 
such correct notions as to the 
mission of the school, and to find 
him laboring so earnestly aud in- 
telligently for the accomplishment 
of that mission for the welfare of 
bis people and for the satisfaction 
of the white people. He sees 
quite clearly the condition con- 
fronting the two races, and his 
plans and work will tell toward 
the righteous adjustment of this 
condition. 

I shall respond to this appeal. 
I trust many of our people will do 
ao, if they please, as they respond 
to any missionary cause. 

The cultivation of a closer 
acquaintance with this school, 
with the character of the work 
done there, the prominence given 
to industry and the care taken to 
instill right ideas of prudence, 
dut'eB, manners and integrity, 
will assurredly increase our inter- 
eat in it. 

On this Book Reception Day, 
April 26th, I am told, a special 
and suitable program will be ren- 
dered in the afternoon, and that 
Bishop L. W. Burton, of the Epis- 
copal Church, is to speak to the 
school. Can not some of us make 
this the occasion of a visit to the 
school aud learn something of it? 
It is possible that here at our 
doors is an enterprise that can be 
strengthened for the good and re- 
lief of our homes as well as for the 
advantage of the colored people. 

By a little more interest mani- 
fested, therefore, by a little en- 
couragement given, we shall be 
contributing to the wise and 
judicious relationship between the 
races and the peace and happiness 
of society at large. 

I append here a few wordB ut- 
tered by the president of the 
Bohool a few weeks ago introduc- 
ing to his faculty and school an 
eminent white citizen of the State 
who was to lecture before them. 
These words are taken from the 
Normal Advocate, a small publi- 
cation of the school.

Ladies, Gentlemen, Faculty and 
Students: 

The white people of Kentucky 
in their attitude towards the 
negro, have never been hostile or 
even unkindly disposed. In time 
of slavery, the mean, cruel, in- 
human master was the exception 
in our S tate, and to us as free- 
men, proofs quite ample of good 
will and fellowship have all along 
been given. Opportunity to earn 
sustenance, protection before the 



law, words of advice and counsel 
as to business transactions, ex- 
pressions of encouragment in com- 
mendable undertakings have been 
honestly and freely spoken. And 
who of u« has not been the recip- 
ient 'if favors at their hands? In 
providing for our ordinary educa- 
tion they grant to us as they ap- 
propriate to themselves, and they 
further tax themselves to afford 
us the advantages of this, our own 
State Normal School. Nav more. 
I know not a church that, we have 
built, or a school-house, or a 
dwelling that does not record 
snnip gift or other kindly consid- 
eration at the hand of some white 
friends. History and Heaven are 
recording these considerations on 
the part of the white people of 
Kentucky, and the inquiry will 
arise in time, and in eternity, too, 
as to how we received and profited 
by them. We must hasten and 

; we must strive that kind offices 
hestowed upon us be not wasted ; 
that an inquiry will, reveal the 
fact that not only have we been 
appreciative of all consideration, 
but improved and profited mor- 
ally, industrially and mentally to 
the satisfaction of our benefactors. 

The career of the lecturer of 
the evening is iu full accord with 
the sentiment — the Kentucky sen- 

jtimeut — I have mentioned. That 
sentiment finds expression in his 
note to me, when he says "lectur- 
ing is not my forte, yet I feel that 
I ought not to decline." Able 
and eminent he comes to us to- 
night rich of information wbioh 
he will impart, not for a fee, but 
without money and without price. 
I take great pleasure iu introduc- 
ing to you the Hon. A. T. Wood, 
the subject of whose lecture is 
"Liberty and Law."

Mrs. Zerelda G. Wallace, of 
Indiana, whose recent death has 
called out such widespread regret,
